Suit To Test 
Contract For 
Work On Dam 
Uncertatoty in clearing the Big 
Carson creek dam site of the Marin 
Municipal Water district has sen 
the district to Marin Superior court 
to determine legality of a proposed 
contract. 
The district filed a petition yes­ 
terday asking the court to order 
its president and secretary to sign a 
contract with A. H. Ruofi Company 
for the clearing of thq dam site near 
Lagunitas creek. 
Water district -attorney Samuel 
W. Gardtoer said the suit Is neces­ 
sary because the district could not 
expect to get a low enough bid on 
the clearing work If bids were asked. 
Ruoff, who operates Marta’s last 
sawmill at the dam site, has agreed 
to do the work on a contract basis. 
Officers of the district believe, the 
attorney said, Ruoff can do the work 
more cheaply than ¿e could afford 
to bid. But the contract method 
may not I;»» legal and the court is 
asked to order President Thomas 
Kent and Secretary B. J. Brusatori 
to sign the contract. 
Gardtoer explained that clearing 
a dam site is a very uncertain oper­ 
ation and Ruoff would have to bid 
about $1,000 an acre. He thinks he 
could do the work for $800 an acre 
on contract. 
The water district can expect to 
dear about 300 acres at the dam 
site and the cost may be about 
$200,000. 
A 200-foOt-high, $1300,000 dam

Teaches Lesson In History 


We were reading the other evening about 
a problem facing Congress. Here are a few 
pertinent things we read: 
**Tbe House had found this (loyalty) situa­ 
tion so disturbing that during the special 
session it had appointed a select committee on 
the loyalty of dafks. It was headed by . . . a 
belligerent Wisconsin Republican. 
"As an agency for secret accusations . . • 
the committee formed a sounding board on 
which every whisper of suspicion was magni­ 
fied during the latter half of 1861. In the 
offices, clerks trembled for their jobs, and 
spied and tattled on their fellows. 
“Some 550 charges were made to the com­ 
mittee, which examined nearly 450 witnesses 
under oath. Workers at the Navy Yard, the 
Arsenal, and the White House were among 
those whose fidelity was challenged. 
“Congress passed an act requiring all Gov- 
eminent employees to take a strong oath to 
support the Constitution, but many bureau 
heads had been slack in complying with the 
law. 
“After studying the evidence, the . . • com­ 
mittee concluded that over 200 employees 
were in sympathy with the rebel cause, and it 
contended that even the suspicion of disloyal­ 
ty should debar a man from holding a Gov­ 
ernment post. Wanting in any authority to 
remove the suspects, the congressmen sent 
detailed information to the department heads, 


and a number of dismissals and resignations 


resulted. 
“The (Washington Evening) Star said that 
much of the evidence appeared to be ‘a bundle 
of malicious perjuries/ The publication of the 
committee's report, giving the names of the 
witnesses and the substance of their testimony, 
brought the ill feeling in Washington to a 
crisis . . . a number of talebearers hurried out 
of town, to avoid facing the persons against 
whom they had testified.“ 


If you haven't suspected already, the fore­ 
going deals with the Civil War. The year 
1861, just nine decades ago. 
These are quotations, edited but slightly, 
from Margaret Leech's “Reveille in Washing­ 
ton/* published in 1941. It points up these 
morals: 
1—The Gosernment in 1861, when threat­ 
ened bv Copperheads and direct military 
action alike, was strong enough to sustain it­ 
self and the committee stirred little but dis- 
sention in public ranks. 
2—The belligerent Wisconsin Republican of 
1861, Rep. John F. Potter, was little noted and 
not long remembered. 
5—The 25 cents we paid for the book at 
the recent Grape Festival was a worthwhile 
investment in good reading and a lesson that 
history is still repeating itself. 


Time For West To 
Gill Soviet Bluff 
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Don't Forget, Our State Of 
California Has Income Tax, Too 
The State of California has an income tax, too. 
That fact seems to have been overlooked by a 
good many persons—who are now being investigated. 
It is estimated that at least 100,000 Californians 
are in this category. In addition, tax returns of 
many are being cheeked. This has already produced 
approximately $350,000 more in revenue. 
Certainly not all who fail to file a state tax re­ 
turn or who do not pay the full amount are trying 
to evade their taxes. In many such cases—probably 
a large majority — the individual doesn't know 
what, if anything, ha owes because he laila to keep 
a record of hia income and expenses. But thia care­ 
lessness Is not a valid excuse. The wise thing Is to 
pay all Mila by check so that a complete record may 
be readily available and so that cancelled checks 
duty provide evidence of costs which are deductible. 
Quite a few persona pay more Income taxes than 
they should simply because they forget about de­ 
ductible expenses they pay for during the year. 
The State tax collector wants neither more nor 
less than the exact amount due him. And he's out 
te ace that he gets just that, Those who should have 
made a return but overlooked it would do well to 
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get in touch with him before he contacts them. It's 
more pleasant that-a-way.

The feathered, furred and finny natives of Cali­ 
fornia have reason for complaint that the trouble 
with thia state is people, according to Fish and 
Game Director Seth Gordon.

BERLIN—Germany today is ths 
land of the astonishing paradox. 
Ths Western allies, for example, 
are now humbly begging th e 
haughty Germans to rearm, when 
logically the Germans should be 
begging the West for the means 
to defend German soiL Again, the 
Kremlin is reaping extremely im­ 
portant political advantages by 
loudly demanding a “solution” of 
the German problem which, taken 
at face value, would spell intoler­ 
able disaster for the Kremlin. 
The simple process of passing 
from the allied sector of Berlin 
into the Soviet sector makes this 
second paradox visible to the na­ 
ked eye. You go through streets 
lined with well-filled shops and 
comfortable cafes, past buildings 
rebulit with fierce energy from 
the rubble, through an atmosphere 
of reborn vitality amazing in this 
smashed and encircled city. 


THEN SUDDENLY YOU are in 
another world. Here there is ding­ 
iness and ruin, dirty shop fronts 
half-filled with shoddy goods, long 
weary potato queues, the streets 
silent, and sullenly empty. Only 
the gigantic, menacing Soviet war 
memorials, and the endless white- 
on-red banners (war is peace, free­ 
dom is slavery, black is white) lend 
a note of color. 
Now go back to West Berlin, to 
an address known all over East 
Germany, where the refugees are 
received. The tide to the West 
is an unending flood — 16,000 to 
West Berlin alone, in eighteen 
months. 
“Three hundred and 
twenty today’, a. weary interro­ 
gator tells you, interrupting his 
questioning of a scared German 
boy "including seven Czechs and 
nine People’s Police. About aver­ 
age.” You look at the weary faces, 
gray with the special pallor of 
the People’s democracy, of the 
waiting refugees, and suddenly the 
seemingly optimistic intelligence 
estimates, of an overwhelming 
anti-Communist vote in any free 
election anywhere in East Ger­ 
many, became real and believable. 


YET THE PARADOX remains. 
The Kremlin is scoring notable 
political successes by instructing 
such stooges as Communist chief 
Ernest Grotewhol to scr eam 
"unity” and "free elections” at 
suitable intervals. 
There should 
be no mistake about it. The Soviet 
unity line is no mere propaganda 
maneuver which can be safely 
laughed off. 
Grotewhol’s . latest 
"unity appeal” had the immediate 
effect of strengthening the hands 
of such West German nationalists 
as Dr. Kurt Schumacher; of caus­ 
ing West German Chancellor Kon­ 
rad Adenuaer ysharply to up his 
terms for German rearmament; 
and of threatening the allied-Ger- 
man negotiations at Bonn with 
another in a long series of nearly 
total collapses. 
The fact is that German unity 
is the basic impulse of all Ger­ 
mans, East and West. As long 
as the Soviets are permitted to 
dangle the unity prize before Ger­ 
man eyes, West German rearma­ 
ment, if it comes at all is dead 
certain to be reluctant, ineffec­ 


tive, and indecisive, because It will 
seem to compromise the chance 
of unity. And the fact is that it 
should, logically, be easy to call 
the Soviet Muff. 


FOR IT IS A BLUFF. It ean 
only be a bluff. A really free All- 
German election would mean such 
public stripping away of Commun­ 
ist fig leaves as would shake the 
whole Soviet system to its founda­ 
tions. 
Only a basic change of 
Soviet policy resulting from the 
extreme pressure of changed cir­ 
cumstances, moreover, could cause 
the Russians to risk the loss of the 
colonialized East German industry, 
the East German uranium mines, 
and the expensively-built fighter 
bases and forward positions, which 
permit the Soviet to threaten all 
Europe. 
Above all, the Soviets 
cannot risk a unified anti-Soviet 
Germany—and anti-Soviet is pre­ 
cisely what a unified Germany 
would surely be. 
Yet the bluff goes on working. 
The Soviets and their Communist 
stooges Continue to sieze the initi­ 
ative, while the Western response 
continues to be defensive and un­ 
persuasive. 
It is as certain as 
such things can be that the next 
Soviet step will be a direct “unity” 
approach to the Western powers, 
equally certain that the West will 
again be caught on the defensive 
and off-base. 


THE BASIC REASON seems to 
be that the policy makers in the 
West have been concentrating so 
exclusively on the elusive West 
German defense contribution that 
no one has decided just what 
terms for German re-unification 
would be acceptable. The Soviets 
have thus been permitted to pose 
as the patrons, and to portray the 
West as enemy, of German unity. 
Obviously the West could not 
agree to German unity on the 
basis of an American withdrawal 
across the Atlantic and a Soviet 
withdrawal to Poland. Obviously 
we could not agree to a totally un­ 
realistic “neutralization” of »Ger­ 
many. But the vast majority of 
Germans do not want German 
unity on these terms either. 


SURELY IT IS TIME to make 
up our minds on what terms ws 
would accept German unification, 
and then to launch an all-out 
political offensive on these terms. 
The only immediate effect would 
be to explode the Soviet "unity” 
line. But until this explosion 
occurs, a really decisive West Ger­ 
man defense contribution is mani­ 
festly impossible. But this is not 
all. 
“No one with a sense of history,” 
remarked Berlin’s brilliant Mayor 
Reuter to this reporter, "can be­ 
lieve that the partition of Ger­ 
many is permanent. Sooner or 
later, in one way or another, the 
two halves will come together.” 
This is the fact which, while 
wisely concentrating on the re­ 
armament of the West, including 
West Germany, we are unwisely 
tending to forget. It can be rather 
safely assumed that the men in 
the Kremlin, who certainly have a 
sense of history, are not forgetting 
It. 
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New Tax Law Will Require 
Gamblers To Get Licenses

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
nation’s furtive numbers operators 
and betting b o o k m a k e r s are 
supposed to come out from cover 
in the next two weeks. 
They are supposed to walk into 
Internal Revenue Bureau offices 
across the country and say, in 
effect: 
Sure Bud, I run an illegal gamb­ 
ling business. Here are all the 
addresses where I operate, and 
here are the names of all the 
people who work for me. 
Now if you will take my $50 and 
give me a federal tax sump for 
gambling, 111 go back and poet it 
conspicuously in my Joint where 
everybody can see it

THINK 
SOMEBODY’S 
dreaming? 
• No, those are the provisions of 
the new tax increase bill now in 
its final stages. It’s expected to 
become law and the gambling tax 
will go into effect Nov. 1. 
The bill imposes a $50 occupa­ 
tional tax on all those who make 
a business of receiving bets on 
sport« events or operating lotteries 
or numbers games. Thia provision 
calls for the gamblers to register, 
get a tax stamp and post it. 
Further .each gambling operator 
is supposed to report the amount 
of his monthly business and pay 
a 10 per cent tax on all bets Maced 
with him. Thus, next month, if a 
bookie takes in $10,000 in horse 
race bets or a numbers writer 
seila $10,000 in numbers tickets, 
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each would owt the government 
$1 .000. 
But nobody la kidding anybody. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau, 
which will administer the wagering 
tax, isn’t expecting to be rushed 
by gamblers divulging all their 
secrets. 


THAT BRINGS UP the mam 
question—how to enforce a tax on 
operations that are illegal in every 
state except Nevada. 
The new tax doesn't apply to 
parimutuel betting at race tracks, 
which is permitted by 18 states. 
Experts in the Treasury Depart­ 
ment 
and 
Internal 
Revenue 
Bureau have been huddling over 
this problem for days. They say it 
has more potential headaches than 
any new tax provision in yean; 
they don’t particularly like the 
idea but congress insisted. They 
are not ready to announce major 
decisions but here is their general 
policy: 
Regulations will be issued shortly 
calling on all thoae covered by the 
law to register and get their tax 
stamps. Forms will be issued for 
providing the government all the 
information it wants and for turn­ 
ing in the monthly tax payments. 
This formal material will read 
like a strange mixture of law 
books and gambling jargon.

THE TOTAL AMOUNT placed 
in bets on s po r t s events and 
lotteries has been estimated by 
the old Senate Crime Committee 
at $20,000,000,000 a year.

The 
official estimate of income from 
the new b e t t i n g tax is only 
$400,000,000, or 20 per cent of the 
potential. 
In writing the new law, congress 
made it clear it does not intend to 
interfere with office football pools 
(a form of betting or lottery), 
church bingo parties, Saturday 
night poker games among friends, 
or other friendly or social gaming. 
The tax applies only to those who 
make a business of gambling for 
profit. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee specifically noted the 
bill does not affect “draw poker, 
stud poker and blackjack, roulette 
games, dice games such as craps* 
bingo games and the gambling 
wheels frequently encountered at 
the country f a i r s and charity 
bazaars.” 
The committee recognized there 
would be difficulties in enforcing 
the gambling tax, but said the 
Internal Revenue Bureau ought to 
overcome these with a vigorous 
program of collecting the tax.

Do Anti-Truman Democrats 
Plan Ouster Of Truman?

WASHINGTON (UP) — Anti- 
Truman Democrat» m u s t have 
better plans in the making than 
their current project to kidnap the 
1952 
D e m o c r at i c 
national 
convention. 
That is what their present 
strategy amounts to. Gov. James 
F. Byrnes of South Carolina is a 
sponsor and some of his friends 
hereabouts scarcely can credit it. 
Byrnes is one of the great politi­ 
cians of our times and, also, a 
statesman, to boot. He and most 
other governors attended the 43rd 
annual governors conference at 
Gatlinburg, Tenn. The southern 
governors at Gatlinburg genrally 
c ondemned the Truman ad­ 
ministration, and under Byrnes* 
leadership they 
are plotting 
strategy to regain for the regulars 
control of the Democratic party. 


BUT BYRNES* PROPOSAL is 
that the Democrats nominate for 
president next year an outstanding 
conservative southerner. He 
suggested Sen. Harry F. Byrd, D. 
Va., or Sen. Richard B. Russell, 
D., Ga. Many persons regard Byrd 
and Russell as the ablest pair of 
Democrats in Congress, or in the 
party. 
Either man, doubtless, would 
sweep the south and run well in 
the north. If either were nomi­ 
nated for president and yet de­ 
feated by a Republican in the 


election, the control of the Demo­ 
cratic party still would have been 
shifted from the New and Fair 
Dealers to the southern regulars. 
To some Democrats—and per­ 
haps to Byrnes—it is more Im­ 
portant right now to regain con­ 
trol of the party from Roosevelt- 
Truman forces that it is to put a 
Democrat in the White House on 
Jan. 20, 1953. 


BUT THE WEAKNESS of 
Brynes* plana is revealed by 
political experience. It is mighty 
near impossible to withhold re­ 
nomination from a president who 
wants to be renominated. There 
always are too many federal job 
holders named by the president 
sitting as convention delegates to 
permit outsiders to seize control. 
Mr. Truman is an example. He 
was just about the most unpopular 
man in his party in 1948, but sur­ 
vived a determined effort to pre­ 
vent his nomination. H e r b e r t 
Hoover was in the political dog 
house in 1932. But he was nomi­ 
nated for president again that 
year. 
If Mr. Truman would take him­ 
self out of the race, the south­ 
erners probably could put over 
their man. But Mr. Truman has 
not taken himself out of the race. 
He does not act as though he 
intends to quit, either. 
Will Jimmy Byrnes think of a 
better plan?

Gamblers To Get Licenses

• No, those are the provisions of 
the new tax increase bill now in 
its final stages. It’s expected to 
become law and the gambling tax 
will go into effect Nov. 1. 
The bill imposes a $50 occupa­ 
tional tax on all those who make 
a business of receiving bets on 
sporu events or operating lotteries 
or numbers games. This provision 
calls lor the gamblers to register, 
get a tax stamp and post it. 
Further ,each gambling operator 
Is Opposed to report the amount 
of his monthly business and pay 
a 10 per cent tax on all bets placed 
with him. Thus, next month, if a 
bookie takes in $10,000 in horse 
race bets or a numbers writer 
sells 110,000 in numbers tickets.

Regulations will be issued shortly 
calling on all thoee covered by the 
law to register and get their tax 
stamps. Forms will be issued for 
providing the government all the 
iniormation it wants and for turn­ 
ing in the monthly tax payments.

Chinese deserted the west­ 
ern hills during the night after beat­ 
ing off a series of flame-throwing 
attacks Wednesday. 
In the center of the Korean front 
Allied troops ran into stiff fighting 
before capturing two key hills south 
and southwest of Kumsong.

In rugged mountains to the east 
Allied infantrymen attacked a tow­ 
ering, craggy peak.

South Korean troops on the east 
coast beat off two brief Red counter­ 
attacks south of Kosong with the 
help of the U B. destroyer Waller. 
The Navy reported the battleship 
New Jersey, flagship of the Seventh 
fleet, killed more than 500 Reds 
Wednesday while supporting Allied 
troops. The battleship sent 150 tons 
of high explosives hurtling from its 
big guns against Red ooncetrations 
18 miles inland. 
A belated naval report told of a 
brief battle Tuesday between Red 
shore guns at the east coast port of 
Wonsan and besieging warships. Be­ 
fore the Red artillery was silenced, 
six large calibre salvoes stradled 
the U B. destroyer Stormes. The Navy 
made no mention of damage to the 
destroyer.

league hopes to work out a "com­ 
promise" that would help it advance 
to major league status. 
As Wrigley sees It, the problem 
is bow to (1) exempt the Pacific 
league from the major’s "player 
draft" so it can keep its stars and 
(2) tllowt west coast players a 
chance to advance to the big leagues. 
He said the answer—already ap­ 
proved by a mtjor-minor league 
committee but not acted upon by 


big league owners-^would give the 
western player a "choice" of being 
drafted. 
Rep. Kenneth B. Keating (R 
N. Y.) wanted to know if the west 
coast players "always want to be 
drafted?" 
Wrigley: The Pacific Coast League 
doesn't think so,’* 
Keating: "What would they wan 
to stay in' the west for—the wea­ 
ther?" 
Wrigley: "That and the fact that 
they might figure they would rather 
be a* star on the west coast than 
possibly sit on the bench in the 
major leagues . .

Handwoven Fabrics, Beautiful 
Designs Noted In Fashion Show

The 
beauty of the handloomed fabrics, 
with which they work, inspire the 
two partners, both 8wedish-bom, in 
designing clothes of unusual appeal. 
Nearly every different piece of 
material with which Miss Ruuth 
and Mrs. Page work creates in their 
minds a picture so %'lvld that they 
give the garment the name, as for 
example, "Athenia”, modeled at the 
Ban Anselmo show by Lucille Kau- 
pau. **Athenia**, handwoven of rayon 
and cotton with wool and gold 
metal in the borders, is a wedding 
dress which embodies all the age­ 
less and classic beauty of Greek 
art. 
It represents the beauty of 
simplicity. The main skirt is faintly 
striped with gold and is very wide. 
The panels over the main skirt 
are plain with the border, which 
outlines the skirt, carried up to the 
bodice, making a continuous border. 
The headdress was inspired by a 
Scandinavian custom of wearing a 
crown as part of the wedding attire. 
It is known as a *'Cleopatra Wig" 
and made of Chinese reeds painted 
gold, with pearls on top. It is lined 
with velvet. 
The Happy Coat* 
*The Happy Coat", ao named by 
Miss Ruuth, "Because 1 always feel 
happy when I put it on" Is also 
known as "Golden Gate Twilight".

"State Fair" is a smart sweater 
and skirt combination worn with 
stole. The fabric is created by em­ 
ploying an intermittent—loose and 
tight—weaving technique with two 
colors of wool. The stripes on the 
skirt are red and green. It is 
single piece of hand-woven fabric 
which is put on like an apron and 
fastens at the back. The sweater is 
of red wool. The stole which Beverly 
Holmes threw over her shoulders is 
the same material as the skirt. 
The pattern of the "Wear and 
Wear" coat model ed by Artel 
Sellinger was inspired by the work 
of the well known "Rodier of 
Prance". Of handwoven fabric by 
a native of Sweden, the garment is 
straight cut in front, full cut with 
a flare in the back and belted. The 
coat is made of only two pieces, one 
to the right and one to the left. 
To accentuate the neckline, an 
unique method is used, a scarf be­ 
ing passed through two openings in 
the collar. 
European Background 
Miss Ruuth, who was in charge of 
the French department at Stock­ 
holm’s Martaskolan, where Scandi­ 
navian royalty shops, still works in 
close co-operation with that estab­ 
lishment. 
Mrs Page had her own salon in 


Stockholm for seven years before 
moving to San Francisco with her 
English husband.
